The Board of Selectmen, acting as a committee to finish the 
school house in Merrimack Village, submits the following re- 
port. We would. call your attention to the fact that the loca- 
tion had been agreed upon and lot bought, plans of construction 
had been secured, the cellar and foundation had been contrac- 
ted for and partly completed, and a greater part of the lumber 
for the building bought and delivered on the premises, by a for- 
mer committee when your Board of Selectmen was authorized 
as a committee to complete the work, we did not follow the 
plans and specifications entirely, diverging from them where 
expense could be saved and not interfere with the usefulness or 
durability of the building, we are aware that the cost is greater 
than was originally intended but was unavoidable as the work 
was planned and commenced. The town has in this building, a 
plain, thoroughly built, up to date school house with modern 
furnishings. Its cost is as follows:

All of the schools have been kept 31 weeks for the 
past year and we invite you to examine the statistical ta- 
ble for an itemized report of expenses, number of scholars, 
attendance, etc. 

No. 7 school is entitled to one week more as it had 
only 31 weeks last year but owing to several of the schol- 
ars being sick with measels it was thought best to close the 
school, and have an extra week on the spring term. 

New doors have been put inat Nos. 4 and 5 and clos- 
ets have been placed in all school rooms for storing extra 
books and school supplies so when not in use they can _ be 
locked and kept. 

The new school house at No, 9 has been used one term 
and although the children have hardly got settled, your com- 
mittee can see a very marked improvement. With the co- 
operation of the parents much can be expected of this school 
in the future. 

Redways Natural Geography has been introduced_into 
all of the schools and the Spencerian System of Writing 
has been exchanged for the Duntonian Vertical Writing 
Books which seem much easier and better. 

We would again call your attention to the irregular 
attendance of scholars. Success in any way whether it be 
in school, business or profession, depends upon the regular 
performance of duties assigned to us and there is no better 
time to form the habit of being punctual than when we are 
in school. We would ask the hearty co-operation of pa- 
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rents in our endeavor to increase the regular attendance of 
scholars.
